Fishing Season in Ponds and Lakes Gets | men. The 


Under Way 

Director William C. Adams of the State 
Division of Fisheries and Game has issued a 
statement relative to the opening of the 
fishing season on the “pond fish” so-called. 
This will be welcome news to the fishermen 
who specialize on pond fishing rather than 
trout fishing. 

The following dates open the periods dur- 
ing which the fish may be lawfully taken. 
The regulations applying thereto are: 
Yellow Perch—April 1. Daily bag limit of 

40 fish per person. 
Pickerel—May 1. Minimum 

inches. Bag limit 15. 
Pike Perch—May 1. 

inches. Bag limit 5. 
White Perch—June 1. Minimum length 

7 inches. Limit, 20 to one person per day 

or 30 to 2 or more in boat. , 
Horned Pout—June 15. Daily bag limit of 

40 fish per person. 

Smelt—June 1. Hook and line only per- 
mitted. 
Black Bass—July 1. Minimum 

10 inches. Bag limit, 6. 

Blue Gills and Sunfish—July 1. 

6 inches. Daily limit of 40. 

The attention of the public is called 
Serecalle to the law relative to Sunfish.

Division has endeavored to 
acquaint the public of the provisions of this 
law and feels that there is no further excuse 
for its non-observance. In the future the 
wardens of this Division will be instructed to 
enforce this law impartially. 

It is important to bear in mind that a 
sporting license must be purchased from a 
town or city clerk before any fishing can be 
lawfully done and wardens of the Division 
will make a special effort this year to enforce 
the license law. 

The sale of fresh water fish is strictly for- 
bidden. 

Fully aware of the popularity of pond 
fishing, the Division is increasing its facilities 
for the distribution of pond fish. It is em- 
barking on an enlarged program of fish 
salvage work and now has two crews avail- 
able for that work. They will operate in 
water supplies and other bodies of water 
which are closed to public fishing and such 
fish as are salvaged will be distributed in 
waters open to the public fishing. It is 
impossible to forecast the probable results 
of this work as the success of it depends upon 
the weather and other uncertain elements, 
If this system proves satisfactory it will mean 
that large numbers of sizable pond fish will be 
made available for the fishermen at a com- 
paratively low cost. 

In addition to this salvage work, the 
Division is carrying on cultural work on 
pond fish at some of its hatcheries, notably 
the Stockwell Ponds unit of the Sutton 
Hatchery where large quantities of blue 
gills, horned pout, pickerel and yellow perch 
are raised annually.

The Andover people who now make few 
or no calls to Lawrence and who pay only for 
such calls as they do make would in the en- 
larged area pay for the privilege of calling 
Lawrence whether or not this privilege was 
used, 

In other words, payment is now being 
made for calls from Andover to Lawrence by | 
the people who make those calls. In the 
enlarged area approximately the same ag- 
gregate payment would be made but it would 
then be paid in the form of higher monthly | 
rates by all Andover subscribers, many of 
whom would make few or no Lawrence calls. 

Prior to August 1, 1925, the Andover 
subscribers could by paying the same rates 
as Lawrence subscribers have a district 
service which permitted calls to Lawrence 
without toll charge. A study made in 
November, 1924, showed that only 70% of 
the Andover subscribers availed themselves 
of this service. Of the 70% who did take 
this service and paid a higher rate than for 
local Andover service, 45% made 7 calls or 
less a month to Lawrence, although there 
was no restriction on the number which they 
could make. They paid a higher rate for 
something which they used but little and 
would have been better off if they had sub- 
scribed to the local Andover service. 

The same study also showed that of the 
subscribers who took the district service 
which gave them calls to Lawrence without 
toll charge, 25% made 61.4% of the calls, 
and this again shows that a large percentage 
of the subscribers paid a higher rate for a 

srivilege which they used but little and 
ielped to carry the burden for a small 
percentage who used the service a great deal. 


A study of the calls from Andover to Law- 
rence during the month from January 26, 
1928 to February 25, 1928 indicates that 
25% of the Andover subscribers made 73.3% 
of the calls and paid for them under the 
existing rate pe It appears that an 
enlarged area, which includes Andover with 
Lawrence, would merely distribute the ex- 
pense now borne by 25% of the subscribers 
among all of the subscribers. 

Below are some figures which developed in 
a study of the Andover-Lawrence toll calls 
for the billing month January 26, 1928 to 
February 25, 1928. 

Private Branch Exchange Subscribers 

33% of these subscribers used 25 or less 
Lawrence calls in the month; 

55% of these subscribers used 60 or less 
Lawrence calls in the month; 

The private branch exchange subscriber 
could use 75 Lawrence calls a month at the 
present rates before he would pay as much 
as he would have to pay each month if an 
enlarged area is established.

59.7% of these subscribers used 15 Law- 
rence calls or less in the month; 

$2.6% of these subscribers used 35 Law 
rence calls or less in the month; 

91.6% of these subscribers used 50 Law- 
rence calls or less in the month;

50 Lawrence calls a month at the present 
rate before he would pay what he would 
have to pay each month if an enlarged 
area is established.

To sum up, the study of the month Jan- 
uary 26, 1928 to February 25, 1928, showed 
that on the usage during that month 1168 
of the 1611 Andover subscribers, or 73%, 
would be as well or better off under the 
present arrangement than they would be 
if they had an enlarged area which would 
cost them more money each month. 

It has seemed to the Company that the 
studies made do not justify a change which 
would impose an increased charge for service 
upon so many subscribers who would not 
appear to benefit from it. However, the 
Company has stated to the Department of 
Public Utilities that if a substantial majority 
of the Andover subscribers desire the en- 
larged area, the Company will make the} 
change if the Department recommends it. 
The Company feels that if a change is to be 
made, a substantial majority should express 
a desire for it. It does not think that a 
substantial minority should be burdened 
with a more expensive service than they 
need, or will use, in order that a small 
majority of Andover subscribers may obtain 
service which is at present available to them 
by the payment of a toll charge. This toll 
charge fairly places the burden upon those 
who use the Lawrence service.

Captain Avery Wins Three Firsts 

Theodore P. Avery, Phillips Academy's 
brilliant and versatile track captain, led his 
team to an overwhelming victory in the 
43rd running of the Harvard Interscholastic 
meet at Cambridge, Saturday. Winning the 
running high jump, the running broad jump, 
the 220-yards dash and placing third in the 
discus throw, Capt. Avery totalled eighteen 
points and completely overshadowed a 

rilliant field of over four hundred of the best 
schoolboy athletes in New England. 

Andover romped to an easy win, scoring 
591-2 points. Exeter was second with 
38 3-4 ;and Worcester Academy, third with 
29 3-4. 

John Janis, captain of the Lawrence High 
squad, gave his team three points when he 
placed third to Phil Shaw of Worcester and 
W. Barrett, also of Worcester, in the 120- 
yards hurdles. Janis entered the high jump 
when the bar was at 5 feet, 8 inches, and 
failed to clear. 

Joe Dineen won his heat in the 100-yard 
dash, but failed to show in the semi-finals. 
John Griffin ran third in the 220-yard dash 
trial heat, which was won by Avery, but 
Griffin did not qualify for the semifinals. 
Jimmy Neilon, entered in the 880-yard run, 
was lost in the crowd at the start. 

Avery’s performances were brilliant, the 
Blue captain outclassing the field in the three 
events which he won. He jumped 5 feet, 
11 inches in the high jump, 20 feet, 3 inches 
in the broad jump and won the 220 in 23 4-5 
seconds, 

Two records went by the boards. In the 
shot put, the record of Aurel Tremblay, of 
48 feet, was eclipsed by all five of the place 
winners. Kilcullen of Manhattan Prep 
school. New York, won the event with 50 
feet, 11 1-8 inches; while Kuehn of Exeter 
was second with 50 feet, 2 3-4 inches. Bill 
Hoffman of Andover hurled the shot 49 feet, 
10 inches, 

The other record that went by the boards 
was in the hammer throw, when Bill Hoff- 
man of Andover made a mark of 185 feet, 
10 1-2 inches. The former record was 174 
feet, 2 inches, made by J. T. Murphy of 
Hebron in 1916, 

T. Lee of Andover won the pole vault with 
a leap of 11 feet, 3 inches.

At Manchester, in England, it was em- 
ployed by the medical profession in 
the treatment of chronic rheumatism 
and gout as early as 1766, but it was 
not until the appearance of the trea- 
tise of Professor Bennett of Edin- 
burgh, 1841, that it came into general 
notice in Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States.

Babson Park, Massachusetts, May 11, 
1928. In his weekly interview today, Mr. 
Babson discusses advertising and business. 
He points out the economic benefits of ad- 
vertising both from the standpoint of the 
individual and from the standpoint of na- 
tional progress. Also, he calls attention to 
the fact that manufacturers and merchants 
can greatly increase the effectiveness of their 
newspaper advertising by developing new 
products, or finding new ways in which their 
present ees can be used. He discusses 
the trend of advertising over the country as a 
whole, and in various cities. 


Achievement is the Best Advertising 


“American business spent over four- 
fifths of a billion dollars in daily newspaper 
advertising in 1927. Lindbergh and the 
Bremen flyers spent nothing on advertising, 
but they occupied the headlines of the news- 
papers for weeks at a time, and they received 
publicity which would have cost a business 
concern millions of dollars. The lesson to 
business men is plain. To advertise—do 
something! Merchants and manufacturers 
in this country can make their newspaper 
advertising twice as effective if they will 
develop something new or bring out a pro- 
duct that will beat anything else for the 
money. If the manufacturer has already 
improved his product to a point of perfection 
let him find new ways it can be used. Bus- 
iness men complain to me frequently that 
their advertising is no longer ‘pulling’, In 
most cases it is not pulling because it has lost 
its news value. his is an age of rapid 
progress and advertising must keep up with 
the trend of the times. 

“‘\ mere statement about a product on the 
printed page or billboard may have been 
enough to arouse interest in the old days, but 
today there must be something more. The 
newspapers are doing their best. They are 
spending hundreds of thousands of dollars 
on business research, market surveys, etc. for 
their advertisers. The advertisers, on the 
other hand, should not expect them to carry 
the whole load. The function of the news- 

per is to tell the public about the product. 
ff all the manufacturer gives the newspaper 
is a contract to dress up a very ordinary 
product in glowing terms and try to sell it to 
the public, he may expect to be somewhat 
disappointed. If, however, he can produce 
results that will stir the imagination of the 
people, the newspaper or magazine can do a 
wonderfully effective job for him.

Total Lineage Lower, But Value Higher 


“The total amount spent by advertisers 
for daily daa fg space in 1927 was 
$812,000,000. This is an increase of about 
3 1-2 per cent over the figure for 1926. This 
estimate covers 720 cities in the country 
ranging from the very largest to the ve 
smallest in which daily papers are published. 
While the total value of newspaper advertis- 
ing was somewhat higher, the total lineage 
showed a decline. Two noticeable tendencies 
are evident. Classified and local advertising 
were less prominent whereas national ad- 
vertising was much more prominent. Most 
of the newspapers of the country showed 
distinct gains fast year over the preceding 
year in the amount of national advertising 
carried. This reflects two things in the 
general business situation. First, that 
business activity last year was somewhat 
lower than in 1926 and second, that the 
tendency toward consolidation in industry 
increases the number of national advertisers 
and probably decreases the number of local 
advertisers. This effect on advertising is in 
line with the general trend to ward larger 
units in industry and commerce. 

“For the first three months of 1928 the 
total lineage of advertising in daily papers 
has been running below the corresponding 
months of 1927. January showed a decline 
of 3.1 per cent, February a decline of 3.2 

r cent, and March a decline of 4.2 per cent. 

These figures are in comparison with the 
corresponding months a year ago. They 
inclide 155 daily papers in 38 cities. In- 
creased advertising rates, owing to the 
larger circulation of many of these papers, 
would probably bring the total advertising 
revenue above the first quarter of 1927. 


Advertising in Various Cities 


“Tt should be remembered that advertis- 
ing nearly always reflects general business 
conditions. Since the condition of business 
is never the same in all parts of the country 
at once, neither is advertising the same. 
This is clearly illustrated by the first two 
months’ record of lineage in the various 
cities of the country. There are some out- 
standing bright spots on the advertising map. 
For the first two months of the year in- 
creases in total lineage were reported in the 
following cities: New York, Buffalo, Mik 
waukee, Kansas City, Rochester, Memphis, 
Atlanta, St. Paul, Birmingham, Richmond, 
and Long Beach. These are the cities among 
the 38 reporting which show increases in total 
lineage by the daily papers. In other cities 
some papers show gains whereas others show 
losses, but the sum total is not running 
ahead of last year. 

“There is another point which advertisers 
will do well to keep in mind. The fast grow- 
ing publication—that is, the one which shows 
a high percentage of growth—is usually the 
best in which to advertise. One reason for

this is that when a publication is growi 
fast its advertising rates tend to lag behin 
its circulation. This han that the ad- 
vertiser may get a real bargain in space. 
Furthermore, rapid growth implies that the 
newspaper is appealing to alert and active 
readers, the very kind which a business man 
wants his advertising to reach. ‘Therefore 
my advice is to look not only at the current 
circulation but also at the rate of growth. 


Advertising Economically Beneficial 


“Every successful business man today 
realizes that advertising is absolutely es- 
sential. Moreover, efficient advertising is an 
economic asset and not a waste as some 
consumers seem to think. Instead of in- 
creasing prices it really has lowered them. 
This comes about through the economies of 
mass production, an American business de- 
velopment that would have been impossible 
without advertising. Moreover, the cost 
of advertising is greatly exaggerated in the 
mind of the public. The average successful 
business does not spend over 1.5 per cent 
of its net sales for advertising. Some firms 
show as low as 8-10 of 1 per cent. 

“The results obtained from such a com- 
paratively small outlay are more than worth 
while from both the standpoint of the in- 
dividual business and national commercial 
progress. The only waste in advertising 
comes through trying to make advertising 
take the place of the oiical improvement in 
products which should be made in order to 

eep up with the progress of the times. 
Moreover, the right kind of advertising is 
just as effective today as it ever was. People 
are just as emotional, just as imaginative, 
and just as quick to recognize real merit 
as they ever were. The Babsonchart of 
business registers 3 per cent above normal."
